derly American captive, Jacob Rosen- 
thal, as troops closed in upon them. 
The embassy received official assur- 
ance that the Mexican authorities have 
been doing and will continue to do 
everything possible to punish the mur- 
derers. 

Ten suspected bandits already have 
been killed as a result of the Rosen- 
Mexican troops still are 
searching the district where the crime 
was committed for bandits. 

Seven Are Killed. 

Today seven suspected outlaws were 
, killed by federal soldiers in a clash 
near Huitzilac, where Jacob Rosenthal, 
the American, was kidnaped last Sun- 
day. Three suspects were killed the 
night before in the same district. 

All armed men are being stopped 
and interrogated by the searching 
troops as under the recent law the car- 
rying of arms is forbidden. 

Three prisoners were brought to this 
city today who had been captured near 
the scene of the outrage. They were 
picked out by Joseph Ruff, Rosenthal’s 
son-in-law, from a line-up of 50 pris- 
oners and identified by him as part of 
the gang that robbed his party on 
Sunday and kidnaped Rosenthal who 
later was killed by his captors when 
a rescue was imminent. It is believed 
the three prisoners will be executed 
promptly. 

Knifed and Shot. 


Dr. F. FE. Prestley, an American 
physician, resident in Mexico City, 
was sent to Curenaca by the United 
States embassy to hold a postmortem 
on the body of the murdered American.

In the first place this route does not 
in fact go through Elberton. Ga.. but 
runs through Athens, Danielsville 
Royston, Hartwell and Greenville, S 
C. The good people of Elberton and 
Elbert county are not on this route af 
all and any criticism or reference t 
them is manifestly unjust. The ci; 
of Elberton is one of the best and 
livest cities in Georgia. and while j 
is not i the Athens, Hartwell, Green 
ville highway to Asheville. it is, how 
ever, on. the Calhoun highway leading 
from Wilmington, N. C.. through Che 
raw and Abbeville, S. C.. crossing the 
Savannah river between Abbeville an 
hlberton and running on to Athens, 
Ga. The people of Elberton and Hl 
bert county are about the livest bunch 
ot good roads enthusiast I have ever 
met and they have shown their faith 
by their works. They, moré@ than a+ 
other county, are directly responsible 
for the building of that magnificent 
highway bridge over the Savannah 
river that is now under construction. 
In addition to this Elbert county has 
voted bonds and pave:l, if not all, near- 
lv all of its main highways and tas 
arranged for the hard surfacing of her 
portion of the Calhoun highway. 

Likewise the criticism of the people 
of Clarke, Madison, Franklin and Hart 
counties. of which Athens. Daniels- 
ville, Royston and Hartwell are the 
leading cities. is equally as unfair and 
unjust and shows that the man who 
‘wrote if was entirely unfamiliar with 
facts. Clarke county nas for more 
than a year completed the concrete 
paving of this highway from Bogart, 
the county line, 10 miles south inte 
Athens and has just completed the 
paving of this same highway north 
from Athens t> the Madisen county 
line, so that all o: the highway throug 
Clarke county from the Barrow coun- 
ty line on the south to the Madison 
county line on the north is a hard- 
surfaced road. In addtion to this the 
county commissouers of Madison coun- 
ty have just completed a federal aid 
highway from the Clarke county line 
through the entire length of the county 
to the Hlart county line. This road is 
just now finished gnd open for traffie. 
It is 30 feet wide and as good a road 
as will be found not only on any of 
the two other routes referred to by the 
editor, but anywhere in Georgia. 

From the Madison eounty line 
through Royston, in Franklin county, 
and Hartwell and Hart county to with 
in four miles of the Alford bridge this 
route has heen hard-surfaced by the 
people of Hart county. A eement road 
has been built through the city of 
Ilartwellt and the people of that enter- 
prising city have made of it one of 
the most beautiful cities in Georgia. 
Year before last the people of Hart 
county voted bonds to the amount of 
$200,000 for the purpose of paving all 
of their roads with the understanding 
and rromise from the highway board 
that they would match their money 
and enable them to build their roads, 
They sold their bonds and put the 
monevy in the bank awaiting the matech- 
ing of these funds by the highway 
board. Contrary to their expeeta- 
tions the highway board only allotted 
them four miles last year aml they are 
pow ready, and have been, with their 
part of the money to complete the 
paving of this four miles to the South 
Carolina line.

Some of today’s liquida- 
tion in the stuck market represented 
selling of stocks paying no dividends, 
and with no prospects of receiving 
dividends this year. Traders are be- 


ginning to sell stocks which do not 
pay their way in the dividends received 
as an offset to interest arged by 
brokers on margin account. 

Hits New High. 

General Motors made a new high 
since the stock sold ex-dividend 50 
per cent and was easily the outstand- 
ing feature of the market on the con- 
structive side in expectation of extra 
dividends before the end of this year. 
Other motor shares, especially Mack 
Truck aud Hudson were weak. A 
bear pool is operating in Mack Truck 
on the belief that the company will 
experience increasing competition from 
Gencral Motors and other manufactur- 
ers of trucks. Hudson declined on 
rumors from Detroit that the com- 
pany’s earnings for the third quar- 
ter would be disappointing. 

Besides the two stocks just named 
there was propounced weakness in 
steel common, Warner Bros., Fox 
Films, International Combustion, 
American Can, Montgomery Ward. 
The stock last named sold off on 
rumors that losses for the first half 
of the year in connection with the 
price cutting of automobile tires would 
run as high as $6,000,000. Officials 
of the company told their friends the 
losses would not be over $2,000,000. 

Rails Hold Firm. 

Rails were the only group of stocks 
to hold firm. ‘There are no good rea- 
sons for believing there is going to 
be wide public speculation in the rails 
such as has been witnessed in indus- 
trials in recent years. Strict govern- 
ment regulation of the rails is not 
conductive to speculation. Moreover, 
rails from the speculative viewpoint, 
despite their greatly improved posi- 
tion, are suffering from the uncertain- 
ties of the outcome of mergers and 
valuation by the interstate commerce 
commission, required by law. 

Employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries increased 1 per cent in Au- 
gust over July with payrolls increas- 
ing 3.7 per cent according to the pre- 
liminary report of the bureau of la- 
bor. These figures mean that the 
bottom is not likely to drop out of the 
market for good stocks.
